the event leading ap to the installation 
(rf the provisional government, report­ 
ing all the facts to Washington.

change*, but he will prevent bloodshed 
and protect life aud proi*erty. 
It was for just such a purpose as this 
that the treaty of Berlin required each 
of the signatory power# to send a war­ 
ship from tim© to time to the islands, 
though up to this point the United States 
government has fail* I almost complete­ 
ly to meet it* obligations in that respect.

Dewey’s assistance. First, and m ar at 
hand, is the driving off of the Tagals 
under Aguinaldo near Manila.

When this 
has been done, when there is nothing 
further in the way of fighting for tho 
warships to do, it is believed that then 
Dewey’s task probably will bo regarded 
as finished by himself, and it will be 
time fur the navy department to con­ 
sider the question of a successor to the 
command of the Asiatic station.

— Admiral 
Dewey has been instructed to prescribe 
his own uniform for the exalted rank to 
which he bas just been appointed, al­ 
though it is not believed he has given 
mach attention to the* matter of uni­ 
form of late.

a special act of © agre*-*, passed in the 
dosing hours, Admiral D ew ey will re­ 
ceive the pay of the last general of tbs 
army. 


A M B IG U O U S 


Paragraph In Army R< organization 
I jaw Made (Year. 
Washington, March ll.—One of tho 
paragraphs of the army reorganization 
act contained authorization for the en­ 
listment again of the volunteer troops 
now in the Philippines, It was stipu­ 
lated that these troop# should be re-en­ 
listed only for a period of time necessary 
to replace them by regular troops, in no 
case longer than ribs months. The ques­ 
tion has been presented to the war de­ 
partment of whether or not it was able, 
under this provision, to avail of the ser­ 
vices of the officers of the volunteer regi­ 
ments as well as of the enlisted men un­ 
til the troops can be replaced by regu­ 
lars. 
The law officers of the department 
have concluded that the word “enlist” 
employed in the act was used in a broad 
sense and that therefore the president 
has authority to take over all the volun­ 
teer regiments now at Manila and other 
points in the Philippines into the aer 
vice of the United Stat©* in organiza­ 
tions with their full complement# of of­ 
ficer:? and men. 
It has been represented that the vol­ 
unteers there are longing to return to 
the United States and to private life. 
Th© officials say that this is a mistake. 
General Otis has reported that the men. 
volunteers as well as regulars, do not 
want to come home, but are anxious to 
fight and crush the insurgents. Nearly 
every company has suffered through the 
wounding of some of its members at the 
hands of the sharpshooters and they are 
anxious to make the account even. 


Were Private Citizens. 
Washington, March ll.—Despite re­ 
peated rumors to th© contrary, the war 
department has no intention of taking 
official action in the case of the Tenth 
(colored) immunes and other regiments 
that have been making trouble in tran­ 
sit through the south since their dis­ 
charge. In contravention of the story 
that a court of inquiry was to be ap­ 
pointed to inquire into the matter, it is 
pointed out by the officials of the de­ 
partment that the men who have been 
making the trouble are no longer sol­ 
diers of the United States. 
Having 
been mustered out, they are private citi­ 
zens in the fullest sense.

Said by General Henry to E xist In

Chicago, March ll.—The Tribune to­ 
day prints the following special corre­ 
spondence from Ban Juan, Porto Rico, 
from a Tribune oorresponnent under 
date of March 1: The real situation In 
Porto Rioo is not understood. 
The war 
department has just requested of Gen­ 
eral Henry a report of how many regu­ 
lar trooj** he could spare. 
The One 
Hundred find Forty-seventh New York 
start**! home last Sunday. The regular 
regiui ut# remaining ar© so scattered 
that where there is necessity for a 
strong force only a corporal’s guard can 
be mustered. Other territories, where 
there are continual mutterings and dis­ 
content 
at American rule, are un­ 
guarded. 
General Henry is in a dilemma. 
Ho 
ha* only three regiment* of troops—tho 
Eleventh infantry, the Nineteenth in­ 
fantry and the Fifth cavalry—and two 
batteries of the Fifth heavy artillery. 
“I need twice the troops I have,* said 
the general, “because of the easy victory 
of our troops here in tho war and the 
apparent friendliness of the native* to 
American soldiers when they invaded 
the island, a notion prevails in the 
Gatos that then* is little necessity for a 
strong force to maintain order in the is­ 
land. The idea is erroneous. 
“The con htioa* bere are alarming. 
Tin se people have been given every op­ 
portunity, but th y have thrown them 
aside. They ar** clamoring now for 
local selfgovernment. They are no more 
fit for l'jcal selfgovernment than I am to 
run a locomotive. 
More troops are 
needed In the island. 
The seeds of dis­ 
content planted by professional agitators 
are rapidly growing, aud can be kept 
down only by a strong military force. 
"Tho ill-feeling between the natives 
and the Ani* neon troops seem to grow 
stronger every day. The American offi­ 
cers have to maintain tho greatest vigil­ 
ance to prevent their men from wreak­ 
ing vengeance on the natives, and espe­ 
cially on the native police for acts of 
violence that are continually committed 
against the troops.”

Official D enial That General Brooke 
Intends to Require Cuban M ilitary 
Assembly to D iscontinue Its M eet­ 
ings—Gomez A sk'd to Explain Hts 
Conduct to the Assembly. 


Havana, March ll.—The only obstacle 
now in tho way of paying off the Cuban 
troops is tho completion of the rolls, a 
work which is being hastened by In­ 
spector General Roloff. 
He says that 
in some cases the rosters of the com­ 
mands must be created, as the old rosfc- 
’ era are either missing or too defective to 
j be usefaL 
He points out that the in­ 
surgents often have no paper, pens or 
ink. 
General Glome* explains that 6,000 
commissioned and 10,000 noncommis­ 
sioned officers are relatively large num­ 
bers in an army of 83,000 private*, but 
that these officers, in many cases, re­ 
ceived their appointment* because the 
Cubans have had no other way of rec­ 
ognizing bravery and stimulating en­ 
thusiasm. 
“It may seem,” he said, “a cheap 
sort of promotion, but it meant a good 
deal to the Cuban*.” 
General Gomez continues to produce 
an excellent impression upon the Ameri­ 
can military authorities. 
The stories printed here aud elsewhere 
to the effect that Governor General 
Brooke intends to require the Caban 
military assembly to discontinue its 
meetings are officially denied. 
Another 
secret session, though it is said there 
was no quorum, was held yesterday. 
Yesterday a committee appointed by the 
assembly called on General Gomez to 
ask an explanation of his conduct and a 
definition of the understanding reached 
between him and General Brooke, which 
the committee declared had prevented a 
successful issue of the assembly's finan­ 
cial project. General Gomez declined 
to comply with the request. 
Whether General Brooke’s message 
declaring that the United States will 
not recognize any financial obligation 
entered into by any persons claiming to 
represent the people of Cuba, without 
the president’s authorization, was deliv­ 
ered to the assembly, ha* not yet devel­ 
oped, but it appears that the members of 
the assembly fear that this message will 
be followed by others of a more stringent 
nature. The session today will be pub­ 
lic and the business will be an explana­ 
tion of what has been done in secret ses­ 
sion and a discussion of the course of 
General Gomez.

HEALTH OF STATE 


Reports From Sixty-O ne Observers. 
Smallpox and M eningitis. 
Indianapolis, Malva ll.—The state 
board of health has reports from 61 ob­ 
servers indicating, as compared with 
January, a slight decrease in area of 
prevalence of influenza, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, 
pleuritis, 
scarlet 
fever, 
diarrhta and whoopingeough. Same re­ 
ports show a slight increase in menin­ 
gitis, inflammation (rf the bowels, ery­ 
sipelas, diphtheria and croup and inter­ 
mittent fever. Meningitis has prevailed 
to an unusual degree in Yanderburg 
and Posey counties, being very fataL 
Puerperal fever doubled in area of prev­ 
alence. Smallpox appeared in the fol­ 
lowing counties: 
Yanderburg, Clark, 
Sullivan. Greene, Daviess, Floyd, Jef­ 
ferson aud Marion. No fatalities from 
this disease have thus far been reported 
throughout the state.

R ichard McGriff, Thought to Be the 
O ldest In the United States. 
Peatland, Ind., March ll.—Emerson 
McGriff received a telegram yesterday 
announcing the death of his father, 
Richard MoGriff of Deerfield. Richard 
McGriff was one of tho famous MoGriff 
twins, supposed to be the oldest in the 
United States. 
They were born in 
Preble oounty, O., Aug. 81, 1804. 
For 
years their birthday anniversary has 
been observed by large gatherings of 
relatives*. 
John McGriff, the surviving 
brother, wa* at the bedside of Richard 
when the end came. Tho death was 
due to exhaustion. 
A stroke of ap- 
poplexy several years ago impaired his 
mind.
